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U.S. Experts 


That Infects Root Grafts of Apple Trees 


PECIALISTS of the United 

States Department of Agricult- 
ure have discovered a method for 
controlling crown gall, sometimes 
called ‘tree cancer,’”’ in the root- 
grafted .apple nursery _ business, 
through a new organic mercury 
compound. The probléimn of con- 
trolling this disease has been re- 
garded as a very serious one since 
losses of froin 25 to 50 percent. of 
trees are not uncommon and cer- 
tain lots of trees have even shown 
a loss of 95 percent, The nursery- 
man who has to djscard only five 
or ten percent of his trees on care- 
ful inspection at digging time is 
usually considercd fortunate. It is 
expected that the discovery will 
save nurserymen great sums cf 
money, 

Announcement of the discovery 
is made in Department of Agricult- 
ure Circular No. 376, written by M., 
B. Waite. Senior Pathologist in 
charge, and EB. A. Siegler, Assistant
